His Costly Villa at Newport De- 
stroyed by Fire. 


Costly Furnitare, Valuable Paintings and 
Tapestries All Consumed—The Loss 
Estimated at About $300,000 
With Large Insurance.

A FORGER’S VICTIMS. 


A Nova Scotian Leaves Many to Mourn 
His Departure. 

Hauirax, Nov. 25.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.' By the flight of Allen Mc- 
Leod Neilville tothe United States a 
long series. of forgeries has been 
bronght to light. He was, apparently, 
a-prosperous farmer, and carried ona 
latge produce business. He had many 
transactions with banks, always retir- 
ing his notes before maturity. It now 
appears that he swindled the Bank of 
Nova Scotia by getting forged notes dis- 
counted at the Merchants’ Bank of 
Prince Edward's Island, and vice versa. 
The names alleged to be forged are

Leod, John G. McLeod and others. The

On the 
night of the forger’s flight his heavily 
insured building was mysteriouslyburned 
to the ground.

other coaches. He was ordered te hold 
up his hands and come forward. [| ried- 
man negiected to extend his hands up- 


bers fired a shotewhich passed abont 
eighteen inches aboOve his head and en+ 
tered the casing of the front door. 
Friedman’s hands soon went up in tl 
air. His watch and 875 in money vo 
tqxen. 
Their work completed, the robbers 
backed out of the car to the -rear plat- 
form and rang the bell for the train to 
stop, keeping the passengers under 
cover ail the while. When the train, 
had come almost to a standstill thev 
signaled for itto goon and jumped } 
from the platform, having accomplished 
their work ina systematic and cool- 
headed way.

thing of the robbery until after it was 
over, and the train continued until! the 
train officials could be notified after the 
robbers had alighted. The engineer 
obeyed the signals given, supposing 
thev came from the conductor. After 
proceeding a short distance the train 
was backed up, but no trace of the rob- 
bers could be found. The ground is cov- 
ered with snow where the robbery took 


place, and it is thought they cannot es- 
cape.

England Shows Her Hand Early — Her 
Representatives Evidently Seeking 
to Make the Conterence Prove 
a Complete Failure. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Nov. 25.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The proposals of 
the American delegates at yesterday's 
session of the Monetary Conference 
were printed in English and French 
and distributed among the delegates 
when the conference resumed its sitting 
this morning. The proposals in part 
say: 

Itis generally admitted that the very 
large depreciation in silver as compared 
with gold and in the price of sitver incl- 
dent thereto is injurious to thecommercial 
and other economic interests of all civilized 
countries and iscausing serious evils and 
inconveniences to trade, the full extent of 
which cannot yet be measured. It is the 
unanimous opinion of the people of the 
United States thatthe establishment of a 
fixity of value of gold and silver and the 
full use of silver asa coin metal upona 
ratio fixed by agreement between the great 
commercial nations of the world will 
greatly promote the prosperity of all 
classes of people. Thev believe that the 
sentiment in favor ofa larger use of silver 
is steadily growing, and that the timeis 


propitious for an international conference 
on the subject. 

The Government of the United States, 
while frankly disclosing its own views, does 
not wish to impose any conditions that will 
embarrass any government willing to con. 
fer on the question. The United States 
delegation, in contormity with the general 
purpose of the conference, submit the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


“Resolved, thatin the opinion of this con- 
ference it is desirable that means be found 
for increasing silver in the currency sys- 
tems ot the nations of the world.’ 

The document went on to say that it 
was the desire and expectation that the 
powers represented at the conference 
would submit proposals tending to this 
end, and, further, that such proposals 
should have precedence over those of 
the Americans. In addition to this, the 
delegates submitted a plan as follows: 
First, that which Moritz Levy preposed 
at the conference of 1881; second, the 
plan of Prof. Soéetter, and, lastly, the 
plan submitted by the delegates. 

In explaining the position of himself 
and his colleagues, Senator Allison said 
that while they came representing the 
Government of the United States and 
favoring a bi-metallic plan, they were 
willing to discuss any plans calculated 
to promote an increase in the value of 
silver bullion. He said it was to the 
interest of the people of the United 
States, as well as of those in other na- 
tions, to secure, under an international 
agreement, a stable standard. 

Sir Charles Rivers-Wilson said the 
British delegates adhered to the Amer- 
ican resolution, whicd was really the 
basis on which the conference met. 

M. Tirard of the French delegation 
thought the method of procedure pro- 
posed by the Americans peculiar. He 
wanted to say, however, for the French 
delegates, that they came with an ear- 
nest desire to consider most cordially. 
every proposal tending to rehabilitate 
silver. 

The Austrian and German delegates 
intimated that they were instructed to 
say that they should not assent to any 
modification of their existing monetary 
laws. 

The Dutch, Spanish and Mexican del- 
egates assented to vote favorably on. 
the American resolution, while the 
Russian, Italian, Roumanian, Swiss and 
Greek delegates declared that under 
the.r instructions they were not per- 
mitted to vote on the resolutions. 

The conference ultimately resolved, 
in accordance with the request of Sena- 
tor Allison, to postpone action on the 
American proposals until later and 
meet on Monday to consider the pre- 
posals submitted by Rothschild of the 
British delegation. 


ENGLAND'S HAND SHOWN, 


Her Delegates Will Try to Make the Con- 
ference Prove a Failure. 

Loxpox, Nov. 25.—[Copyright,, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, has _ in- 
structed the English delegate to 
the Brussels conference ex- 
pedite the deliberations so as to 
bring the conference to an end within 
a few weeks. It is learned from a high 
authority that if the conference 
is prolonged beyond three weeks 
the leading English representatives 
would return to London, leaving 
the less important memoversto watch 
the proceedings. Advices from Brus- 
sels show that the opposition to pro- 
ionged debates was opened by the En- 
glish delegation. They only finaily con- 
sented to sitting on each alternate day 
on finding that they stood alone. The 
incident created an impression among 
members of the conference and Brus- 
sels officials that the British delegates 
Want to break up the meeting or cause 
it to fail to achieve definite results. 
They received a decisive check, how- 
ever, as a majority of the delegates 
evince every disposition to go thor- 
oughly into the matter until it is ex- 
amined to the bottom,

THE READING COMBINE 


President McLeod Before the Congres 
sional Committee. 

New York, Nov. 25.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Congressional sub 
committee, appointed to investigate 
the Reading coal combine, met in the 
Federal building this morning. Con- 
gressman Coombs of Brooklyn occupicd 
the chair. 

Archibald McLeod was called and 
testified that he is president of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railway and 
vice-president of the Reading Iron and 
Steel Company, the capital stock of 
which is $8,000,000 and the total 
acreage controlled 113,317 acres. The 
price paid operators, said McLeod, was 
60 per cent. of the price at tide water. 
Prices were fixed by general sales 
agents of the various companies inter. 
ested. They generally met in June and 
July, advancing prices. He admitted 
that prices were now higher than at 
this time last year. If they had de- 
manded only the former price the pro- 
ducers would become bankrupt. He 
said the roads controlling the trade in 
anthracite got together monthly and 
decided how much to mine and at what 
price the coal should be put on the mar- 
ket. This was to prevent a glut on the 
market from overproduction. 

President Maxwell. of the New Jer- 
sey Central, was dismissed without 
having given material evidence, having 
shown that his road is not a member of 
the combine at present.

Tacowa (Wash.,) Nov. 25.—[By the 


Associated Press.| The Ledger's 
special from Arlington, Or., says that 
three men, identified as members of the 


gang who robbed the Roslyn bank in Sep- 
tember last and secured $10,000, ar- 
rived there today in charge of Sullivan 
and other deputies ot Thiel's detective 
agency. having been captured in the 
mountains. They are desperate char- 
acters and for vears have been the 
terror of people living in the vicinity. 
They are believed tobe the same gang 
who robbed two other banks during the 
past year in a similar manner. 

Officers are now in pursuit of the 
balance of the gang, and expect to cap- 
ture them ina few days. Aneffort was 
made bv confederates to rescue the 
prisoners, but it failed. The prisoners 
were taken west this afternoon on a 
train to Portland. 

PorTLAND Nov. 25.—At Thiel’s 
detective agency in this city it is 
learned that a posse of about twenty- 
five men, consisting of sheriffs of sur- 
rounding counties and a number of 
Thiel’s men, was formed on Sunday last 
and started in pursuit of the three Ros- 
lyn robbers, who had been located by 
the detectives. The entire band of rob- 
vers, Whose headquarters are known to 
tc in Gilliam county, numbers twenty> 
or twenty-five. It is thought they have 
heen operating all over the Pacific 
Coast, robbing banks and holding up 
itruius. The first clew to the rendez- 
vovs of the gang was obtained by find- 
ing a horse which one of the robbers 
had left near Eilensburg. After some 
time it was ascertained that the animal 
was owned in Gilliam county. 

After following the trail of the rob- 
bers several days the posse came upon 
them, and an engagement took place in 
which it is supposed one of the robbers 
was wounded. The next day the rags 
with which the man dressed his 
wounds were found. This clew was fol- 
lowed up, and it was learned that the 
robbers went toward the Columbia 
River. 

Froms accounts of the capture re- 
ceived, itis supposed that the posse 
came upon three men when they were 
off their guard, and captured them 
w.thout resistance. It was feared that 
the remainder of the gang would at- 
tempt to rescue the prisoners, as they 
are known to be wellarmed and des- 
perate.

He as- 
saulted a little Mexican girl near the

He was captured a few 
days later near Yselta, and was soon 
afterward put on trial. His final triak 
came on during the present term of the 
District Court, and he was sentenced by 
Judge Buckler October 5 last. 

Costillo was an almost pure-blooded 
Aztec of the most brutal type. He was 
about 32 years old and has lived in the 
United States about six years, most of 
the time near this town. He had been 
previously tried for a similar crime, but 
the evidence adduced at the trial was 
only circumstantial, and he was ac- 
quitted. Since his sentence he has 
been visited by the Catholic 
‘clergy, and also by Dr. Mar- 
chend, a French Catholic recently 
converted to the Protestant religion. 

The condemned man was finally led to 
renounce the Catholic faith and accept 
the creed of the Baptist Church as 

reached by Marchend. He was then 

aken in chains, about a week ago, and 
under the most sensational surround- 
ings, was baptized in the pool of the 
These circum-

lic sympathy, and a petition for a com- 


mutation of his sentence was circulated 
and many signed it. The press of the 
city opposed commutation, and Gov.

Yesterday Costillo sent again for his 
priest aud made a confession denounc- 
ing Marchard, and died in the faith of 
his fathers. This is the second legal 
execution in the history of the county, 
the tirst being that for the crime of 
rape of Brinston, nine years ago.

A FRESNO INDUSTRY. 


Petrified Men and Womsn Made to Or- 


der—The Los Angeles Specimen, 
{San Francisco Chronicle.) 
Fresno, in addition to her vast produc- 
tion of raisins and discovery of ptero- 
dactyls, has added to her other sources 
of wealth an establishment for the manu- 
facture of petrified humanity—real 
dead fossils, not the kind so often met 


-with who petrify while alive and are 
therefore not remarkable, but genuine 


stone men and women. This factory is 
located in an out-of-the-way place on 
the Bozeman ranch, near Wiidflower, 
seven miles front Kingsburg, the pro- 
prietorsjbeing of a modest turn and not 
wishing to have it generally known how 
much superior their work is to nature’s. 
Here plaster molds are made from liv- 
ing models and the petrified articles 
are turned out as called for. 

The manufacture of ‘one of these pet- 
rifactions is not a simple process, and 
requires a great deal of skill and inge- 
nuity. A mutable model must be se- 
cured, not too large, for the petrifac- 
tion, nor too heavy. The model for 
some o; the best specimens so far made 
is a married woman of Fresno, who re- 
ceived $60 for her services. Casts 
were taken in sections—a foot and an- 
kle, a hand and wrist, and other por- 
tions of ‘the body. In taking a cast of 
the face tubes were inserted in the nos- 


-trils to enable the modelto breathe.: 


This was necessary, as the operation oc- 
cupied about five hours. When models 
of all portions of the body were made 
they were fitted together. Afterward 
they were taken apart and were ready 
for the next process. <A careful prepa- 
ration of Portland cement and plaster 
of paris was prepared and poured into 
the molds When these casts were set 
they were carefully fitted together and 
cemented in place. 

The complete image weighed from 
four huridred to five hundred pounds, 
and jwas.then ready to be discovered. 
But the artists in petrifaction did not 
stop with men and women. It was nec- 
essary that where thesc wonders were 
discovered other wonders should be 
found ;s° perrified clams and oysters 
and other curiosities were manufac- 

da 


The body was next hauled to some lo- 
cality where the winter rains would 
wash it out. Here it was buried, sur- 
rounded with other specimen petrifac- 
tures. It was carefully watched, and 
when high waters came a stream was 
diverted in order to wash it out, and 
some one in the scheme was astonished 
at making a wonderful discovery, which 
was reported to the newspapers and the 
petrified man at oncc became a source 
of profit. 

So far this wonder factory has turned 
out five complete petrefactions, one of 
which is now in Stockton. This was

WasHINGTON, Nov. 25.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Blaine’s condition is 
again the subject of universal interest 
today, made so by the publication of 
statements that his ailment had taken 
a turn for the worse and that his life is 
in imminent danger. If the physicians 
and members of the family are to be 
believed, such statements are mislead- 
ing and not warranted by the facts. 

As near as can be learned, the attack 
from which Blaine is now suffering is 
similar and mo more dangerous than 
those which preceded it. He caught 
cold and was imprudent in diet. Some 
congestion followed and there was 
fever in its train. The stomach was 
made torpid and there was difficulty in 
digestion. Notwithstanding reports to 
the contrary, it cannot be said that 
Blaine has‘shown no signs of mental ab- 
berration or delirium. . 

There has been much difficulty en- 
countered in efforts to get reliable news 
as to his condition, an@ this fostered 
the origin and spread of exaggerated 
stories of his condition. It is learned 
that Blaine will soon be removed to 
some point in the South, with the hope 
that a warmer climate will have a ben- 
eficial effect on his bronchial troubles, 
which are aggravated since the cold 
spell set in. 

AN ALARMING ATTACK. 
New Yorn, Nov. 25.—The Herald's 
Washington special says that Blaine 
had another attack this evening, and 
foratime the outcome was much in 
doubt, Both Dr. Johnstone and Dr.

NATIONAL QUARANTINE. 


The President Will Probably Favor It in 
His Coming Message. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 25.—(|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In view of the common 
expectation that President Harrison 
will include in his next message a 
special recommendation looking to the 
establishment of a national quarantine, 
Joseph Nimmo, late Chief of the Beau- 
reau of Statistics, has submitted to the 
President observations on the subject. 
In brief, he holds that the Government 
assume entire charge of immigration, 
one of the principal sources of infec- 
tion. It must Jikewise take full charge 
of the seaboard quarantine. He cites 
history to show that it is within the 
constitutional power of Congress to do 
this, and then proceeds to give reasons 
why it should be done. He estimates 
the annual cost of a complete national 
quarantine at $25,000.

An Invalid at the White House. 

Wasarneton, Nov. 25.—Rev. John W. 
Scott, father-in-law of President Harri- 
son, 84 years old, is lying seriously ill 
at the White House. His illness is of 
but a few days’ duration, having com- 
menced with a fever, which was prob- 
ably the result of a cold. 

It was stated at the White House this 
afternoon that Dr. Scott was percepti- 
bly weaker than in the morning. 


Firemen on a Strike. 

New York, Nov. 25.—All firemen em- 
ploved on the New York Steam Com- 
pany’s plant at Greenwich and Wash- 
ington streets, below Cortland and Dey 
streets, struck at 12 o’clock today 
against a reduction of wages.

The New Status of the Negro Race. 

A few days ago the venerable Fred 
Donglass exvressed himself as not par- 
ticularly exercised over the changed 
status of his race in the South by reason 
of Democratic ascendency in national 
affairs. At least, he said, he failed to 
see how it could be much worse than it 
had been under Republican administra- 
tions up to this time, and he was dis- 
posed to take courage from his despera- 
tion. He simply fell back upon that 
sort of fatalism which holds that when 
matters are at their worst they must 
mend. 

Without a doubt the condition of the 
colored race in the South, ever since the 
South became solid, has been very un- 
satisfactory, so far as their political 
rights go, and the Republican party has 
not been able to do anything to improve 
it. In this respect, then, Douglass's 
philosophy holds good. His people are 
destined to be bulldozed or swindled out 
of their franchise by the same 
“white man’s government” that has 
been doing that sort of thing ail 
along, and it can hardly be ex- 
pected to make the disfranchisement 
much more effectual than hitherto. 
The only difference is that this method 
of overriding the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments of the Constitution 
will proceed without any danger of offi- 
cial intesference, and negro disfran- 
chisement may become a little more 
general than hitherto. In some locali- 
ties where colored men have beea given 
quasi privileges they may be barred out 
entirely. Whatever else the Demo- 
catic Congress fails to do, it is very cer- 
tain not to failin repealing the Federal 
election laws which have hitherto stood 
as a menace to the peculiar methods of 
the solid South. 

This, of course, is nota pleasant pros- 
pect for those who are interested in 
the advancement of the colored race in 
the South, and who hope to see them 
established in the full rights of citizen- 
ship. It simply amounts to the conclu- 
tion that they must work out their own 
salvation. We may as well adopt Dong- 
lass’s philosophical spirit, and say that 
they would probably have had to dothat 
inanyevent. With the prevailing popu- 
lar sentiment among the white people of 
the South, we doubt whether any Repub- 
lican administration could have given to 
the negroes their full rights by force of 
authority, without precipitating an- 
other war; and, afterward, those rights 
could not have been maintained with- 
outa standing army. When it comes 
tothe point of assigning a soldier to 
every colored brother to see that he is 
protected in his rights, the office of 
government becomes very onerous. And 
it is just possible that the working out 
of the problem by main strength and 
awkwardness in that fashion would not 
be the most direct and satisfactory way 
after all. 

Although we live under a system of 
government which is supposed to guar- 
antee to every citizen his prerogatives 
freely and peaceably, the fact remains 
that every citizen must be prepared to 
do a little fighting for them on his own 
account if he expects always to enjoy 
them. The colored race in the South 
did not fight for their emancipation and 
enfranchisement, and secure them by 
their own conquest. Had they done so 
they would have been strong enough to 
secure and maintain their rights. Asa 
race so lately under the subjection of 
Slavery, they are weak, ignorant and 
timid. They have not yet learned to 
assert their rights of manhood and fight 
forthem. They can never enjoy their 
full privileges in the South until they 
learn to do so. , 

Imagine the effect in this State, or in 
any Northern State, if a political party 
strongly in the majority were to’set out 
systematically to disfranchise the mem- 
bers of a minority party! Here, for 
example, the Prohibitionists are the 
weakest political organization. Sup- 
pose the Republicans and Democrats 
should combine to keep the Prohibi- 
tionists from voting. Suppose they 
should occasionally take a Prohibition- 
ist out into the brush and give him a 
hundred lashes, or, betimes, go skir- 
mishing for him with a shotgun; or 
even run him out of his bed at the dead 
of night and hang him. Suppose they 
made it so exceedingly torrid that the 
cold-water men would be in danger of 
losing their lives if they even attempted 
to vote! What a holy row we should 
have of it! How those fellows would 
fight! And the probabilities are 
that, with such tactics, the Prohibi- 
tionists would carry the State in a year 
ortwo, And why couldn't we suppress 
the Prohibition party in this way? Be- 
cause every man of them has the cour- 
age of his convictions, and would not 


be dangerous for the men who attempted 
to interfere with them. There would 
be alot of people killed besides those 
that were hunted. On the other hand... 


so fully and explicitly into the subject

_« Unfortunately for the public, 


to come some day. They are in no dan- 
ger of retrograding into slavery again, 
and the way will be open for them to 
gain ground in the opposite direction. 
In the Northern States and in the border 
States, where a more liberal sentiment 
prevails, they will have the enjoyment of 
their civil rights, and this will be a pow- 
erful influence to encourage others to 
work rp to the required standard. The 
disfranchisement of colored voters in 
the South hangs upon prejudice and in-, 
justice, and these cannot hold out for- 
ever. The milis of the gods are grind- 
ing all the time. 

Considered in its 
sense, however, the people of the North- 
ern States have something to say about 
this wholesale disfranchisement of the 
Southern negroes, and they ought to 
say it with no uncertain meaning. Tf 
the Southern negro does not vote, he 
ought not to be counted asa voter in 
making up the apportionment for repre- 
sentation. Our Constitution should be 
amended so that the representation. is 
established, not upon the figures of the 
census, but upon the ryotes actually 
cast at Presidential elections. By the 
present arrangement every Southern 
upholder ot a ‘‘white man’s Govern- 
ment’’ has double the influence in the 
control of national affairs that a North- 
ern voter has. The Southern man votes 
fortwo. It may be alittlelate in the 
day, now that the Republican party is 
going out of power, to call for this re- 
form, but it is founded on principles of 
justice, and we may as well make it an 
issue and begin to fight for it. No 
cause is hopeless if it is founded on 
equity. 


What the Grand Jury Said About It. 
The report of the Grand Jury which 
concluded its labors last January goes 


of economizing in local government by 
the consolidation of certain city ‘and 
county offices, that we reproduce 


be started in Armory Hall this evenitig. 
The report says: 

Government in California is among 
the most expensive of the Nation, and, 


of officers and excessive salaries. It is 
imposiible for us to ‘state all the 
changes that should be made, but there 
are afew changes which would ma- 
terially reduce expenses. 

The Tax Collector's office of Los Am 
geles county in 1890 cost a little shoft 
of $19,000. The expe rses of that of- 
fice in 1889 were $6000 or $7000 
more than in 1890. In 1889 the As- 
sessor’s office of the city of Los Angeles 
cost $9200 and the Tax Collector's. 
office $6800: such are the figures to be) 
found at the City Hall. 

It will be observed that, adding the 
expenses of the two city offices named 
tothose of the Tax Collector of the 
county they amount to $35,000. In 
Pasadena in 1889, the Assessor and 
Tax, Collector were paid $6850. How 
much was paid in the other cities in the 
county of Los Angeles we do not know, 
but we estimate that, added to the sums 
already mentioned, the aggregate would 
be about 838.000. One assessment is 
enough for all purposes. Assessment 
for State and county purposes made by 
the County Assessor should be adopted 
by all the municipal governments 
within the county. If the offices of 
County and City Tax Collector 
abolished, and also all city assessors in 
Los Angeles county, there would be a 
saving of, say, $38,000. 

The last Legislature assumed that 
city assessors are unnecessary, and 
passed an act making it optional with 
cities to adopt the county assessments; 
but it should have been more impera- 
tive. If the office of Tax Collector was 
abolished and the collection of all taxes 
given to the County Treasurer, which is | 
the practice in nearly all the States, 
and adding $10,000 to the present ex- 
pense of the Treasurer’s office, there 
would be an absolute saving of $28,000 
in Los Angeles county. In addition to 
this it would be a great convenience to 
the people, and would simplify the col- 
lection of taxes to have one place where 
all are paid and a clean receipt taken.

THE HARNESS RACER 


Work of the Trotters During 
the Past Year. 


A Continuous Round of Sensations 
for the Entire Season. 


What Has Been Accomplished by 
the Aid of the Bicycle Sulky. 


The Two-minute Trotter Almost in Sight— 
How the Record Has Been Cut— 
Little Albert’s Remarkable 
Performances. 


In view of the public interest in the 
trotting horse, and the great strides to- 
ward the two-minute mark during the 
past season, the following review by a 
writer inthe New York Tribune is of 
general interest: 


Asthe harness racers are about to go 
into winter quarters for their long vaca- 
tion the statistics for the season can be 
practically completed, showing this to be; 
quite the most remarkable year in the way 
of speed since the sulky came into vogue. 

Giving due credit to the mechanical ad- 
vantage obtained by the use of the pneu- 
matic tire and ball-bearing axle, there still 
remains a margin ot credit for the im- 
provement of the horses themselves, the 
intelligence and care exercised in 
breeding during the 
acentury contributing mucl. to the pres- 
ent advanced condition of trotters and pac- 
ers. A few of the more stubborn old fogies 
among horsemen still contend that it is the 
human and not the equine race which has 
advanced, backing their assertion with in- 
stances of marvelous flights possessed by 
animals whose powers were never properly 
developed, butythe figures are all against 
them. Whatever ability the early cham- 
pions may have possessed it was over fifty 
years after the first mile below three min- 
utes was made before the record got down 
to2:20,and the journey toward the two- 
minute goal since Flora Temple passed the 
limit of the lasttwenty seconds has been 
more rapid with each decade. This is 
equally true of pating as of trotting, but as 
the latter is still the favored gait, a com- 
parison of its advance furnishes the better 
criterion. 

After Flora Temple had started the now 
well-filled 2:20 list, there was less than 
three seconds of improvement between 
1860 and 1870, and when 1880 arrived 
the top figures credited to St. Julian were 
four and a balf seconds faster tban Dex- 
ter's 2:1734. made in the decade preceding. 
The next ten years clipped this just four 
seconds, through the best achievement of 
Maud S., but before one-fifth of this fin de 
siecle period has passed, the limit bas got 
four and three-quarters seconds nearer 
two minutes than it was up to 1890. At 
this rate, the closing decade of the century 
will produce a record never dreamed of by 
the most sanguine breeder, and only known 
to the cold calculator of mathematical 
probabilities as likely to result from con- 
tinued effort in the way of generating and 
developing the trotter. 

It is not alone the fact that Nancy Hanks 
has gone a mile in 2:04 that lends dis- 
tinction to the present year, but there has 
been a greater number of sensations than 
ever before known in the history of this 
distinctively American sport. Up to the 
close of 1891 only eleven trotters had 
scored below 2:12, but within the last four 
months this mark has been passed by 
nearly ascore of them, and what is as as. 
tonishing, nearly all have won their bon- 
ors in actual contests and not against the 
watch. Still more noteworthy is it that 
four trotters have eclipsed the once mar- 
velous featof Maud S., and another one 
has tied it since Palo Alto did last Novem. 
ber, so that there are now eight trotters 
with records of 2:08%4 or better, alinost 
three times as many as there were atthe 
beginning of 1802, The best time in a 
race has also been improved nearly four 
seconds over what it was last season at the 
trot, and the pacers have changed exactly 
that extent, sothere is only the smallest 
fraction quoted in harness racing between 
the two gaits as regards progress in a con- 
test. 

The 2:12 credited to Nancy Hanks when 
she defeated Allerton and Margaret S. at 
Independence was reduced to 2:08 by 
Martha Wilkes a little overamonth ago 
in a special race with Gillette at Evans- 
ville, Ind. This.stands as the trotting 
race record, though the 2:08% of Belle 
Vara, only a day later at Terre Haute, ina 
fieldof five, was more creaitable, beside 
being free from the accusation of juggling 
with the figures charged against the ‘nile 
trotted by Martha Wilkes. The mark of 
2:08, scored by Direct, as the fastest one 
ever paced in a race, did not stand as long 
as the 2:12 of Nancy Hanks, for scarcely 
eleven months has passed when Mascot ac- 
complished his wonderful achievement of a 
heat in 2:04, at the same time placing the 
lateral gait once more on an equality with 
the diagonal. 

While ali the trotting records below 2:10 
have gone tothe stallions and mares, the 
geldings have helped to swell the 2:12 list, 
besides being prominent in about all the 
fastest races. Of the unsexed trotters 
Greenleaf and Little ‘Albert closed the cam- 
paign most brilliantly at Nashville, and 
Ryland T., though defeated atthe Tennes- 
see track, still holds the honors for win- 
ning the fastest six-heat battle on record as 
the closing contest of the brilliant meeting 
at Terre Haute. Greenleaf enjoys the dis- 
tinction of a victory over the hitherto in- 
vincible Martha Wilkes as the leading sen- 
sation at Nashville, but was aided in this 
by the mysterious falling off in form of the 
Gig mare that had carried everything be- 
fore her since she started at Hartford in 
June. it is doubtful whether Doble him- 
self knows just what ailed the fast daugh- 
ter of Alcyone at Cumberland Park when he 


found her unable to sustain her great flight’} 


for more than three-quarters of the mile. 
A vague rumor that she had been drugged 
has not been substantiated, and there was 
nothing about that most infallible of indi- 
cators, the betting ring, to warrant such a 
conclusion. 

It is more likely that the opinion frankly 
expressed to E. D. Wiggin, the Bostonian 
who owns Martha Wilkes, by C. J. Hamlin, 
the most shrewd and observant of turfmen, 
thatthe mare had been overtaxed and 
needed a let-up Was nearer the truth. Itis 
generally conceded that if at her best Mar- 
tha Wilkes could havedisposed of the 
strong field which opposed her for the 
stake at Nashville, but todothis she must 
have gone at least two extremely fast 
heats. The first one. where she led from 
the start and only had to trotin 2:13, was 
only a “feeler,’ which is frequently 
granted toa marked favorite, and after 
that miles below 2:10 would “have been 
necessary to get rid of such formidable op- 
ponents as Greenleaf and the two Nightin- 
gales. The result showed that it was a 
fortunate thing tor the owner and other 
backers of the champion race mare that 
she was not named for the Transylvania 
stake at Lexington, where speculation was 
much heavier and where she would as cer. 
tainly have come to grief.as she did the 
next week. 

All things considered, the career of Little 
Albert is tbe most. remarkable one of the 
season. if notin the bistory of the trotting 
turf. Bred in California and used asa 
roadster tili last year, the now famous 
chestnut gelding made his début in public 
at Grand Rapids July 14, 1891. There he 
won in straight heats, the fastest in 2:29}, 


and a few days later filled twoengagements |- 


at Saginaw. getting second money in the 


first and winning the next with a new rec- } 


ord of 2:22%. Following this came two 
more racesinthe same week at Detroit, 
where the sturdy novice was able to secure 
the minor share ofthe purse on Monday, 
and four days later to land a contest of six 
heats, during which he again pulled his 
record down, this time to2:20%,. Joining 
the grand circuit at Cleveland, Little Al- 
bert coutinued’ his success, scoring below 
2:20 in the first heat, an after an accident 
which wrecked his sulky proving the best 
ina field of ten, which included Honest 
George and Martha Wilkes herself. 
Foliowing a victory in straight heats at 
Buffalo, where Llinois Egbert forced him 
outin 2:18. Little Albert filled his first 
important engagement for the Flower City 
stake at Rochester. Here he wasa favor- 
ite. but only got one heat from Happy Bee. 
his unsteadiness being the only cause of his 
defeat. The reason of this was a complain- 
ing leg, which George Starr had been care- 
fully nursing ever since the gelding was

Salisbury stable left the regular line at 
Rochester and joined the Western-Southern 
circuit, Little Albert was sent castward in 
charge of W. J. Andrews, the. Buffalo 
trainer. He drove the stout Californian 
successfully at Springfield, Mass., for a 
stake of $5000, and placed his record at 
2:17%. 

At Nashville, about twelve days later. Lit- 
tle Albert scored the most. brilliant victory 
of his life. losing a heat to Jack, and then 
putting in three that gave him the fastest 
average ever made in four heats. 

The wonderful quality of recuperation 
possessed by Little Albert is doubtless due 
to his stout breeding. His sire, Albert W., 
is a son of Electioneer, but has that rather 
soft strain well backed by the blood he gets 
from his dam, Sister, by John Nelson, a 
horse thatistraced to imported Trustee 
and old the sire of Rysdyk's Ham- 
bletonian, In the maternal line Little Al- 
bert’s descent seems to be equally good, 
though itis only within recent date that 
his dam's pedigree has been at all estab- 
lished. She was called the Star mare, but 
is properly known as Old Star, Mr. Brad- 
bury having investigated her breeding, to 
his own satisfaction at least. The sire of 
this mare had several names, among them 
Roach's American Star and Wild Warrior. 
He was owned by Tom Roach, a nomadic 
turtman, who seéths tohave trotted the 
stallion over the country under numerous 
aliases, and finally brought up in Califor- 
nia. 

The latest evidence goes to show that this 
horse was got by Seely’s American Star, 
which, coupled with the gamepressof the 
animal himself, accounts largely for the 
great endurance of Littie Albert. Old 
Star's dam was of Morgan blood, through 
McCracken's Black Hawk, another sire that 
went from this State to California, and she 
was out of a Mare that Mr. Bradbury thinks 
was thoroughbred. He owned this mare 
some thirty years ago, and she showeda 
trial close to 2:30 before he sold her to Al- 
bert Waldstein, who bred both the sire and 
dam of Little Albert, saddling his name 
with the awkward initial on the son of 
Electioneer. Albert W. is now owned by J. 
B. Haggin, andis kept. at his Rancho del 
Paso, but Mr. Bradbury hunted up Old Star 
in Nevada and secured her, along witha 
sister t6 Little Albert By special favor, 
she has again been mated with Albert W., 
but the lucky Californian will have more 
than usual good fortuneifthe produce is 
up tothe quality of the chestnut trotter 
that has triumphed over so nfany obstacles 
and become one of the most sensational and 
fastest campaigners now on the turf.

MONEY AND BANKS. 


Report of the Comptroller ot 
the Currency. 


Growth of Banking in This Country 
Shown by Figures. 


What Clearing-houses Doto Simplify 
i Financial, Matters. 


The Present National Currency Contrasted 
With the Old State Bank Issues— 
Suggestions as to Refunding 
the National Debt. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasainorow, Nov, 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The forthcoming report 
of Comptroller of the Currency Hepburn 
shows 168 banks, with an aggregate 
capital of $15,285,000, organized dur- 
ing the year. Fifty-three went into 
voluntary liquidation and seventeen be- 
came insolvent. Nearly 50 per cent. of 
the new banks are located west cf the 
Mississippi River, and 35 per cent. in 
the Southern States. The number of 
banks in operation is 3788, having an 
aggregate capital of $693,868,645; 
surplus and undivided profits, $340,- 
524,179; individual deposits, $1,765,- 
422,983; bank deposits, $530,458,- 
202, and total resources of $3,510,- 
094,897. The circulation ontstanding 
shows a net increase for the year of 
$10,487,226. The gold held by banks, 
compared with September 25, 1891, 
shows an increase of $21,994,115; 
surplus and profits, an increase of 
$9,663,020; individual deposits, an in- 
crease of $177,104,902, and bank de- 
posits an increase of $100,058,428. 
Over two-thirds of the liabilities of sev- 
enteen banks, reported as having failed, 
belong to the Maverick Bank. 

The Comptroller gives detailed in- 
formation of clearing-house transac- 
tions and shows how, by means of book- 


keeping substitutes, the use of actual 


money has been minimized, less than 10 
per cent. of business transactions being 
represented by money. 

The commissioner makes numerous 
recommendations, among them the fol- 
lowing: ‘That the tax on national bank 
circulation be repealed. The banks 
have already paid into the treasury 
$72,670,401 in taxes upon circulation. 
They should only be assessed sufficiently 
to defray the actual cost to the Govern- 
That 
the Government issue bonds, having 
twenty, thirty and forty years to run, at 
a low rate of interest with which to re- 
tire the present bonded debt, which 
bonds may be used as a basis to secure 
the national bank circulation. 

The Comptroller shows that by ek- 
changing 2 per cent. bonds, having 
some length of time to run, for 4 per 
cent. bonds outstanding, at the market 
value of each on the 8lst of October, 
1892, the Government could have 
saved $67,161,551. In addition to 
furnishing a permanent basis of circu- 
tation, it would prove a great saving to 
taxpayers. 

He urged that the Comptroller of the 
Currency, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, be authorized to 
remove officers and directors of banks 
for violations of the law; that the law 
be so amended as to prohibit officers or 
employés of a bank borrowing its funds 
in any manner excepf upon application 
to and approval by the board of direc- 
tors. 

In a chapter in regard to circulation, 
the Comptroller says: 

Soiled paper money is ge teenie believed 
to be a potent means of disseminating in- 
fectious and contagious diseases. The 
Bank ot England never reissues a note. 
rhe statute provides for the redemption of 
United States notes when simulated or in- 
jured as to be unfit for use. The accumu- 
lated filth of continuous use is unfit for cir- 
culation and should be redeemed. Send in 
the old and let the people have new and 
clean money. 

The national bank notes have furnished a 
currency adequate to the wants of the pub. 
lic, sound, elastic and beyond criticism. 
This form of.currency should be continued 
us the money of the future. 


The Comptroller argues against State 
bank notes and says: 


Congress must, under the Constitution, 
provide all the money that possesses full 
flebt- -paying wer. By every consider- 
ation of sound business principles, it should 
provide all the money the country requires. 
No public interest can be served by divid- 
ing this function with forty-four States. 
Every period of financial depression in the 
past has resulted in the suspension of specie 
payments, more or less general, by banks; 
that is, has resulted in the inability of 
banks to redeem their notes. The same 
conditions would produce similar results in, 
the future, if State bank notes were al- 
lowed to circulate. Their acceptance is 
not voluntary; it becomes:-a necessity. 
The wealthy class could provide themselves 
with means of discriminating against the 
notes of weak banks, and, if they found 
themselves possessed of any, they would 
proceed to work them off upon their less 
fortunate neighbors. That id the record of 
the past; it would be the experience of the 
future. The note of a failed national bank 
Is as good as that of any bank in the 
system. State. bank circulation loses its 
money powcr in acrisis.

THE RAINMAKERS. 


They Contina’ Bombarding in Texas, bat 
Without Results. 

San Antonio (Tex.,) Nov. 25.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The rainmak- 
trs began work again today near here. 
The hyvdrogen-oxygen balloon was sent 
ip to a height of 4000 feet and ex- 
ploded by means of a slow match. The 
toncussion Was perceptibly felt on the 
ground for a few miles around. Imme- 
liately following the explosion the 
ground batteries fired charges of rose- 
lite. After firing one round from the 
battery a cessation of an hour was 
taken, when the bombardment was re- 
sumed. 

The first serizs of the experiments 
was keptup continuously until mid- 
aight, a number of balloons being used.

WINTER IN THE EAST. 


A Furious Snowstorm in the Dakotas and 
Minnesota.

THE GIANT’S CAUSEWAY. ot 


The Curious Composition of the Earth 
About This Natural Wonder. 
[St. Louis Republic. ] 


The Giant’s Causeway is situated ‘at 


the northern extremity of County An- 
trim, a short distance from Post Rush, 
Ireland. It consists of countless hosts of 
basaltic pillars, varying in shape “from, 
a pentagon to an octagon, the avéra | 
length of each column or pillar Weing 
about eighty feet, the whole stacked so’ 
closely together that a knife blade. 
could hardly be inserted between them.” 
But the formation of these pillars is 
not the least wonderful part about them, 
for, although they may be counted by 
thousands and ten of thousands each 
column is fashioned with a symmetry 
that suggests’ a mason’s handiwofk. 
‘Their composition is a perfect fusion, of 
one-half flinty earth, one-quarter lime 
and clay, and one-quarter almost pure 
iron, each pillar being divided into 


regular lengths or joints, which come 


together as a perfect natural ball and 
socket union. Although to be found in 


small detachments (imbedded in the}~” 


cliff, sands, etc,,) for some distange 
along the shore, the principal aggrega- 
tions forming the causeway proper con- 
sist of three projections or tongues 
known as Little, Middle and Grand 
causeways.

Fresh coal ashes make an excellent 
dustbath for poultry. If a box filled 
with them be kept in a poultry-house 
the fowls will rid themselves of vermin. 
There will be also a good deal of pick- 
ing of bits of coal cinders by hens. 
These, perhaps, serve in place of gravel 
in aiding the digestion of food eaten. 

There should be a hospital on each 
farm for the sick poultry, and they 
should be separated from the others as 
soon as any signs of disease are noticed. 

One frequent cause of lousy stock can 
be prevented by not allowing the hens 
toruninthe barn at all. They should 
be kept in their own quarters. If not 
lousy they are too filthy to be let run 
over She hay that other stock are ex- 
pected to eat.

FIGHTING FARMERS.

An Affray at Verdugo Canyon in Which 
One Man Was Badly Hart 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
lively fight took place at Verdugo 
Cafion between a couple of farmers 
named George Spiker and August Ko- 
wulausky, in which Spiker was seriously 
beat over the head with ashotgun in the 
hands of Kowulausky. 

Both men were arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff R. G. Doyle of Glendale and 
brought to this city. They were lodged 
in the County Jail, and were seen by a 
Times reporter last night. 

From the stories told by the two men 
it seems that they had been talking 
about going into partnership, but Spiker 
attempted to induce Kowulausky’s 
hired man to leave him, and when the 
men met yesterday afternoon a quarrel 
was soon under headway. Kowulausky 
had been out hunting, and had/his shot- 
gun in the bed of his wagon, and when 


Spiker struck at him with his fist he |}. 


threw his pipe, which he was smoking, 
at him, hitting him in the face. 

At this stage in the warfare Spiker, 
who was standing by the wagon, 
grabbed the shotgun and fired at Ko- 
wulausky, just missing his head by an 
inch ortwo. Before he could fire an- 
other shot Kowulausky jumped out of 
the wagon and grabbed the gun, and 
after a short scuffle gained possession 
of it. 

Instead of emptying the second barrel 
into Spiker’s body, as most men 
would have done under the circum- 
stances, he coolly took both the loaded 
and empty shells out of the gun and 
threw them away. 

While he was doing this Spiker se- 
cured a heavy piece of cordwood and 
started for his enemy once more, but 
before he could use it Kowulausky 
clubbed his shotgun and knocked Spiker 
down. 

He struck, him several times, cutting 
three ngly gashes on his head and the 
left side of his face. 

There were several witnesses pres- 
ent. and all informed the officer when 
he arrived that Kowulausky acted in 
self-defense. 

Dr. Post, of the County Hospital, 
dressed Spiker’s wounds, and pro- 
nounced them not dangerous, as the 
skull was not fractured.

north wall of the State building 18x90 
could be very appropriately filled with 
three paintings illustrating respectively 
Northern, Middle and Southern Califor- 
nia, and suggested Los Angeles county 
filling one-third of the space witha 
scene that will be typical of Southern 
California, taken from a picturesque 
section of the county, The committee, 
however, thought the matter should be 
referred to the Southern California As- 
sociation at its next meeting and propo- 
sitions solicited from other sections of 
the district. 

Mr. Masters, president of the Board 
of Trade of Pasadena, being present. 
presented a suggestion from the citi- 
zens of that place, which was to the ef- 
fect thatthe painting be made from 
Knob Hill, just south and east of Pasa- 
dena, taking in the view from La Cajjada, 
along the mountain range to the upper 
San Gabriel Valley, as_ this will be as 
near atypical illustration of California 
scenery as can be found any ‘where on 
the Coast. 

A committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Stein, Lukens and Klokke, was ap- 
pointed to look over the ground and 
have views taken of the same, and sub- 
mit to the Southern California World's 
Fair Committee at its next meeting, 
with such recommendations as they see 
proper to make. 

The county educational exhibit was 
mext reported upon by the Art and Lit- 
erature Committee.

Dr. W. Campbell 
offered the opening prayer, and Wiltiam 
Herman, one of the eight young 
men of the legion who cast their first 
vote this year, made the opening ad- 
dress. Miss Bessie Hare followed, and 
in her gracefully rendered speech 
proved that high license or low license 
would never win the day—the choice of 
the Nation must lie between the boys 
and the saloons—one or the other 
must go. 

Tiny Berenice Brunson and her tinier 
brother added their voices to the argu- 
ment against King Alcohol, and Master 
Lindley Meyer also had something to 
say about it. 

Mrs. Blanchard, in her report of the 
ten years’ work, gave some telling 
statistics. 

The triple pledge against drink, 
tobacco and profanity has been taken 
by 1300 Los Angeles children. The 
society has been entirely self-support- 
ing since its organization, funds being 
received as free-will offerings and from 
public entertainments given by the 
legion, which have numbered sixty. 
Besides the legion has given over $600 
for other temperance and Christian 
organizations. The teachers and 
superintendent receive no remunera- 
tion, but the annualsum expended for 
literature is $112.25. : 

Mrs. Bianchard has the honor of 
being the only woman in the temperance 
field who has been continuously en- 
gaged in juvenile work for so long a 
period. Her mother was one of the 
early temperance crusaders in the city 
of Cincinnati, and from her the 
daughter imbibed the taste and talent 


for the grand work she is doing. 

Rev. Dr. Cambell, who is an honor- 
ary member of the legion, made some 
excellent remarks, standing fearless and 
strong for reform, and that kind of re- 
form which means the eXtermination of 
the saloon, a non-American intruder, 
which belongs to a foreign nation. ‘If 
it were not for this accursed saloon,”’ 


he declared, ‘there would have been no 
need for that Thauksgiving dinner up 
at Armory Hall yesterday. Nine- 
tenths of all the poverty comes from 
intemperance,”’ 

Little Ariel Ewing told the story of 
that empty white ribbon basket in such 
an irresistible fashion that it was 
filled with coin after the collectors had 
made their rounds. 

An address by Miss Ella Nevell, a 
charter member, and another temper- 
ance song closed the interesting anni- 
versary exercises. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


Street Improvements Kecommended by 
the Board Vesterday. 

The Board of Public Works met ves- 
terday, when the following recommen- 
dations were adopted for submission to 
the council Monday: 


In the matter of the ordinance regulating 
the driving of cattle, horses, etc., through 
the streets of this city, we recommend that 
the ordinance be so prepared as to allow 
the driving of herds or bands of cattle, 
horses or mules not to. exceed fifty. and 
sheep, goats, or hogs in bands or herds of 
not to exceed 500 and the same to be at- 
tended by, and in charge of, mot less tnan 
three men. ee also recommend that all 
parties be required to get a permit from 
the Chief of Police to drive such cattle, 
horses, etc.. through the streets of this 
city; and deposit the sum of $25 to cover 
any damage they may de to fences, lawns, 
shrubbery, etc. 

Inthe matter of the grading of Iowa 
street under the Bond Act. we recommend 
that the protest be filed, and that the pres- 
entordinance of intention to grade said 
street be abandoned, and another ordi- 
nance of intention be passed to grade and 
gravel said street, curb with cement, lay a 
tuur-loot cement sidewalk and also to con- 
struct a sewer along said street, all to be 
done under the Bond Act. 

Wu the petition from Lorenzo Bishop et 
al.. asking the Council to order a crosswalk 
laid at the intersection of Washington and 
Figueroa streets, Wwe recommend that the 
same be referred to the Street Superin- 
tendent.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Vice-President Stubbs Does Not 
Expect a Rate War, 


But the Southern Pacific Will Take 
a Decided Action. 


How General Managers Will Combine 
Against Big Verdicts. 


Competition in Time of Transcontinental 
Trains — The Country Filling Up 
With Soliciting Freight Agents— 
Local Notes 


Referring tothe St. Lotis dispatch 
printed yesterday, stating that the 
Southern Pacific Company has notified 
its connections that, after December 
81, that road would not accept tickets 
to Oregon or California by the way of 
the Northern Pacific or Canadian Pa- 
cific lines, Vice-President Stubbs said 
in San Francisco yesterday that the 
Southern Pacific had given such notice, 
but there was no ground for the infer- 
ence that a rate war would follow. 
‘‘We are not satisfied,’’ he said, ‘*with 
the share we have been getting on 
through tickets of the character re- 
ferred to, and hereafter we intend to get 
more. Our regular rates between here 
and Oregon are so low, owing to their 
being kept down by steamship lines, 
that we cannot afford to allow anything 
less the full figure to connecting lines.’ 

OVERLAND TIME COMPETITION. 

As has been announced heretofore the 
new train which the Santa Fé will put 
on to run between Chicago and Los An- 
geles, according to the schedule which 
goes into effect tomorrow, the transcon- 
tinental time will be shortened as to 
make it less than any other route. In 
railroad competition a reduction in time 
has about the same effect as acut in 
rates, the action compelling rival lines 
to do something similar for self-protec- 
tion. The Santa Fé's new ‘‘limited’’ 
train wiil bea great drawing card for 
that route, and rival lines will find it 
necessary to adopt some attraction to 
secure their share of. the passenger 
business to this Coast. A war in time 
and the increase of conveniences of- 
fered the traveling public are as desira- 
ble as a war in rates. hs 

PROTECTION AGAINST JURIES. 

General managers are giving more at- 
tention during the present year than 
ever before to the question of damages 
for personal injuries on their respective 
lines, says the Toledo Blade. In many 
instances the suits have been so numer- 
ous and the damages awarded so great 
that the profits of the roads have been 
absorbed in this way. The problem. 
now to solve and one which is occupy- 
ing their attention is, how can these 
personal injury suits be kept out of 
court. The scheme adopted by many: 
lines, notably the Pennsylvania, to re- 
quire each man before entering into 
the service of the company, to insure in. 
the Protective Association, has proven 
beneficial to the workmen, but has not 
been successful in avoiding law suits or 
heavy damages. The laws are such 
that almost every man injured on a 
railroad is in some way entitled to dam- 
ages, and this fact has made lawyers 
bold in advising suits from which they 
derive liberal fees. A jury can render 
a verdict against a railroad corporation 
more easily than against an individyal. , 
This may all be necessary for public 
safety, but it is detrimental to the 
dividends of the stockholders. 

SCRAP HEAP.

They 
expect tomake the orange traffic this 
season make up for the deficiency of 
last. 

A car designed to be readily changed 
from a box car to an open or platform 
car, or vice versa, and which may be 
readily opened at any part to facilitate 
loading or unloading, has been patented 
by De Witt B. Williams of La Mesa, 
Cal. 

A Vienna correspondent says: ‘Ata 
meeting of the Society of Engineers, 
Herr Coster described his invention of 
an electrical engine calling into use a 
loco-moter, which will travel at the 
rate of 123 miles an hour. The build- 
ing of a railway of this description is 
projected along the banks of the Dzn- 
ube, from Vienna to Buda Pesth. Each 
carriage will be provided with a motor, 
and will be designed to carry forty per- 
sons.’’ 

The number of locomotives in the 
United States is about thirty thousand-- 
one to every five miles of railroad, and 
of cars of all kinds, 1,109,000. of 
which 27,000 are passenger coaches. 
The locomotives cost $450,000,000; 
cars, $800,000,000; making the a 


_proximate cost of the rolling stock 


$1,500,000.000. Each year a freight 
engine hauls 35,000 tons, and a_ pas- 
senger engine pulls 60,000 passengers. 
These railways employ 725,000 per- 
sons, nearly all men, who provide a liv- 
ing for nearly three million people, or 


about one-twentieth of the whole popu- 
lation.

SHERMAN’S MONUMENT. 


Sensational Incident at the Meeting 
of the Army of the Tennessee. 


The General's Son Bitterly Inveighs Acatost 
Striking Granite Catters, Who Hold 
the Monument at Westerly, 
Rhode Island. 


Sr. Loris, Nov. 17.—The Army of the 
Tennessee was called to armstoday. It 
was not the voice of ‘Old. Tecumseh" 
that summoned from the retirement of 
a quarter of a century the conquerors 
of Lookout Mountain, Missionary Ridge 
and Savannah, but that of his clerical 
son, who appealed tothe old command 
of his father to rescue from the posses- 
sion of a labor organization the monu- 
ment of Gen. Sherman. 

It all came about in the ordinary pro- 
ceedings of the reunion, but in quite an 
unexpected way. The societv had just 
been called to order, and, at the sug- 
gestion of one of those grizzly veterans 
who not unnaturally regard the sons of 
their ex-commander as the wards of the 
society, Rev. Thomas E. Sherman was 
invited to address the meeting. The 
clergyman ofthe Church of Rome, at- 
tired in the conventional garb of his 
order, spoke fora few moments with 
great feeling of the affection which the 
children of Gen. Sherman entertained 
forthe survivors of his father’s old 
command, and then turned his remarks 
tothe monument which the family is 
providing for the tomb of the dead Gen- 
eral. but which is delayed by the re- 
fusal of the striking granite cutters at 
Westerly, R. L, to allow it to be re- 
moved to the West. 

In a voice sad, but passionately indig- 
nant, he said: ‘Just about the time 


the work was finished a strike occurred | 
in the granite quarries in the East, and | 
the finished monument stands there | 
now;and there is no power in this | 
country, in State or Nation, to move it— 
to move that monument from the hands 
of the union.”’ 

A feeling of suppressed indignation 
swept over the audience, but ifwas 
quickly perceptible to the son, and, 
with his arm extended over the assem- 
blage, and his whole frame quivering 
with emotion, he continued: ‘They 
will not consent to let us have it moved, 
and I only know of one way to get it— 
and that isto organize one of his old 
regiments and go there and take it by 
force. [Prolonged applause. | 

‘I do wisn this society to know 
that it is not any neglect of his sons or 
his family. We owe it to you, who be- 
long to the same military family, to say 
that we have not been negligent fora 
day, and that we feel sad and mortified 
thatin our country, which you have 
made so free, we can not even move 
our father’s tombstome from the spot 
where these workmen hold it inclosed. 
{Indignation in audience,| There isa 
power there, even higher and stronger 
than the power that you conquered, 
and our generation has yet to meet the 
problem of conquering, or at, least sub- 
duing to law, that great power.”’ 

There was a dead silence for a mo- 
ment, as the speaker concluded, and 
then there was a burst of applause, 
which swelled into a military cheer for 
the spirited son of the old commander. 
A member of thesociety moved that the 
stenographic report of Father Sher- 
man’s remarks be inscribed in the rec- 
ords of the proceedings, anda few min- 
utes later a meeting of the Sherman 
Monument Committee was called. 
What transpired at that meeting the 
events of the future must tell, for its 
members are as mute as the sentinels of 
a reconnoitering army. 


Fos o lice De posits. 
{Chicago Herald.]} 

One person out of every seven in the 
United Kingdom is a depositor in the 
postoffice savings banks, which have 
nearly $360,000,000 deposits. To 
manage this business there is a head- 
quarters staff of not far from 1900 per- 
sons at the London Postoffice Bank, of 
which every money-order postoffice in 
Great Britain and Ireland is a branch. 
Every deposit made in any one of the 
postoffices is forwarded tothe London 
headquarters. 

The local postmaster simply takes the 
cash and sends it up to Lohdon, merely 
entering it on his accounts and on the 
depositor’s book. The J.ondon office 
keeps an account against every one of 
the 10,000 branch offices. How great 
is the labor entailed will be realized 
when it is stated that in one day as 
many as 72,689 deposits haye been 
made; that last year 992.000 accounts 
were opened and 701,000 ciosed. It is 
estimated that in the twenty-five vears 
the postoftice Savings bank system has 
been in operation frauds and inaccu- 
racies have amounted to only about a 
cent for every $2500.

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MURDER WILL: OUT. 


Evidences of Crimes Committed 
Thousands of Years Ago. 


Old Battles Revealed—Something About 
the Fights, Crimes and Loves of 
the Cave Dwellers of 
Long Ago. 


[Washington Star.] 

“Murder will out,’’ so it is said. This 
statement isnot wholly true, inasmuch 
as slayers of men do ina large propor- 
tion of instances escape unpunished and 
undetected. But how strange it seems 
that the science of the present day, act- 
ing the detective’s part, should unearth 
positive evidence of murders com- 
mitted on individuals who died, per- 
haps, not les$ than’ 100.000 years ago. 

The caves Southern France, which 
once were occupied, as dwellings by 
primeval man,-yield proofs of scores of 
murders in most* remote antiquity. 
Those guilty of these crimes were 
doubtless indifferent to detection, inas- 
much as inthe early stages of human 
development there was no law save 
physical strength. In that epoch men 
gave way totheir brutal passions un- 
restrained. Women nrust have suffered 
then more than atany subsevuent pe- 
riod, owing to their muscular inferior- 
ity. That this istrue is proved by evi- 
dence which has sarvfvéd hundreds of 
centuries, for in the very caves referred 
to are discovered the remains of many 
murdered women, testifying to the fact. 

In the famous cave at Cro-Magnon 
was found a woman's skull, with a cut 
in the forehead three inches long. evi- 
dently made by a flint hatchet. The 
Weapon penetrated the frontal bone 
and caused death. but the victim did 
not die immediately from. the wound. 
She lingered for some weeks, at ali 
events, as is shown by the fact that 
partial healing took place. Ina cave 
at Sordes, among many human bones 
bearing sears, was dug up the skull of a 
woman with a gaping hole in it. She 
must have been instantly killed. A 
similar skull of a woman was found in 
a cave at Challes, in Savoy, with a 
fracture that was unquestionably made 
by a flint instrument. Of nineteen 
skulls obtained from a primeval sepul- 
chur at Vaureal, two show traces of 
wounds inflicted by human hands. One, 
that of a woman, has three fractures. 
Unquestionably they were not all in- 
flicted at the same time, inasmuch as 
two of them exhibit signs of healing. 
The unfortunate recovered from these 
only to succumb to a third blow. 

TRACES OF BATTLEs. 

Unmistakably these women were mur- 
dered. But fortheir sex it might be 
supposed that they perished in fight. as 
did so many of the men who lived in 
those times. The struggle for existence 
among human beings then must have 
been fierce and bioody. They were 
mardiy more than wild animais pro- 
vided with artificial weapons and cun- 
ning of a superior order. Doubtless 
their contentions were most frequently 
for the possession of the “females of 
their kind, who were the prize of battle 
and the property of thestrongest. One 
primeval sepulchre was found to con- 
tain the skeletons of thirty men, all of 
them strongly made, piled closely. To- 
gether with the bones were seventy- 
three flint arrowheads and spearheads, 
which, presumably, were sticking in 
the bodies when they were interred. 
These must have been warriors who 
perished in some battle. Another cave 
at Gourvanhas yielded a number of 
crania and jaws, which were broken by 
blunt. weapons. Hundreds of other 
skeletons of the cave-dwellers ‘of an- 
tiquity have been unearthed in a sim- 
ilar condition, the bones, in many cases, 
being transfixed hy. weapons of flint. 
In one instance a skull contained three 
arrowheads, a fourth arrow being lodged 
between the vertebra. 

In fact, these caves are filled with 
evidence of homicidal struggles among 
the distant ancestors of the human be- 
ings of today. From the same sources 
proofs are supplied that cannibalism 
prevailed in that distant epoch. Scat- 
tered about the ancient hearths, where 
meals were cooked uncounted thousands 
of years ago, are ever so many bones of 
men, women and children, bearing not 
only traces of fire, but the marks of in- 
struments emploved to spil:t them 
lengthwise for the purpose of getting 
at the marrow. Particularly in winter 
primeva! man was obliged to rely 
mainly on flesh for food. Never having 
conceivad the notion of domesticating 
the horse, he utilized that animalto a 
large extent as anarticle of diet. Rein- 
deer, which were then very plentifui 
in Southern Europe, were likewise a 
favorite prey. The remains of 3000 
reindeer have begn discovered in a sin- 
gle cave.  Solutre, on a hillside, the 
bones of not fewer than 40,000 horses 
form accumulations which are known 
to this day asthe ‘‘horse walls.’ Many 
of these equine bones show traces of 
burning. 

‘ANIMALS AXD ORNAMENTS. 

Even at that time man considered him- 
self monarch of creation, not hesitating 
to encounter contemporary wild beasts 
far more formidable than any which ex- 
ist now. Great cats twice the size of 
modern Bengal tigers and pro portion- 
ateiv ferocious were numerous. Mam- 
moths, rhinoceroses and hippopotami 
roamed abroad. More terrible, per- 
haps than any of these was the great 
cave bear, double the size of the grizzly. 
With these bears, as well as with the 
mighty tigers and fierce hyenas, the 
people of that early period were com- 
pelled to dispfite possession of the caves. 
That they did so successfully there 1s 
no doubt, as is proved by the thousands 
of gnawed bones of bearsand giant cats 
discovered in the caves. Mingled with 
the same sort of kitchen refuse are 
numerous shells of mollusks and bones 
of carp, trout, chub, tench and other 
fishes of species which now populate 
the rivers and lakes of the same region. 
Fish hooks were made from bears’ 
teeth, boars’ tusks and flint. 

The cave man probably went stark 
naked in warm weather. Modesty is 
nota natural instinct, and education 
alone develops it. He was nonethe less 
fond of decorating his person with or- 
Daments, made of bright shells most 
commonly. One necklace has been 
found composed of the teeth of three 
lions and forty cave bears. Bracelets 
and garters of shell and bone were also 
worn. Necklaces were sometimes made 
_of human teeth, and two skeletons have 
been dug up with such adornments 
around their necks. A favorite style in 
jewelry was to string together discs of 
bone cut out of human skulls. Skulls 
were likewise employed for drinking 
vessels, and human thigh bones for 
flutes. A woman’s radius, formed into 
a stiletto, has been discovered. 

These primeval people were ac- 
quainted with the art of’ trepanning, 
and so many of their skulls have been 
found thus treated as to suggest the no- 
tion that they may have regarded it asa 
religious rite. It is practiced as such 

among the Kabyles today. The Pa- 

uans and the natives of certain South 
Sea islands perform this sort of opera- 
tion commonly, considering it ‘effica- 
cious for many complaints. Amongthe 
mountaineers of Montenegro it is,said to 


be rare to meet a man who has not been 


trepanned at least seven or eight times. 

Six trepanned skulls have been found in 
the caves at Baumes-Chanudes in France. 

The usual practice seems to have been 
to cut a piece from another skull and in- 
sertit in place of the part cut away 
from the skull of the patient. Trepan- 
ning is not dangerous. The reason why 
it is nearly always followed by death 
nowadays is that it is only attempted in 
desperate cases, and the fatal results 
are not due to the operation itself, but 
to the trouble on account of which it is 
performed. 


A JAPANESE GARDEN. 


Where There is a Charm and Quaintness tn 
the Alr. 
[Lafcadio Hearn in the Atlantic.] 

“Those antique garden walls, high- 
mossed below their ruined coping of 
tiles, seem toshut out eventhe mur- 
mur of the city’s life. There no sounds 
but the voices of birds, the shrilling of 
simi, or, at long, lazy intervals, the sol- 
itary plash of a diving frog. Nay, 
those walls seclude me from much more 
than city streets. Outside them hum 
the changed Japan of telegraphs. and 
newspapers, and steamships: within 
dwelithe all-reposing peace of nature 
and the dreams of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. 

“There isacharm of quaintness in 
the very air; a faint sense of something 
viewless and sweet all about one; per- 
haps the gentle haunting of dead la- 
dies who looked like the ladies of the 
old picture books, and who lived here 
when allthis was new. Even in the 
summer light—touching gray, 
strange shapes of stone thrilling through 
the foliage of the long loved trees— 
there is the tenderness of a phantom 
caress. These are the gardens of the 
past. The future will know them only 
as dreams, creations of a forgotten art, 
whose charm no genius may reproduce. 

the human tenants here.notreat- 
ure seems to be afraid. The little frogs 
resting upon the lotus leaves scarcelv 
shrink from my touch; the lizards sun 
thémselves within easy reach of my 
hand; the water snakes glide across my 
shadow without fear; bands of simi es- 
tablish their deafening orchestra on a 
plum branch just above my head, and a 
praying mantis insolently poses on my 
knee. Swallows and sparrows not only 
build their nests on my roof, but even 
enter my rooms without concern—one 
swallow has actually built its nest in 
the ceiling of the bath room—and the 
weasel purloins fish under my very eyes 
without any scruples of conscience. 

“A wild uguisu perches on a cedar by 
the window, and, ina burst of savage 
sweetness, challenges my caged pat to 
a contestin song; and always through 
the golden air, from the green twilight 
on the mountain pines, there puris to 
me the plaintive, caressing, delicious 
call of the yamabato. No European 
dove has suchacry. He who can hear 
for the first time the voice of the yama- 
bato without feeling a new sensation at 
his heart little deserves to dwell in this 
happy world.’’ 


Predicaments of Alpine Climbers. 

It is a thrilling story of mountaineer- 
ing thatis told in the current Quar- 
terly, says a London paper, to illustrate 
the danger of making difficult ascents 
witha single guide. A traveler fell 
through a snow bridge. His single 
guide could just preserve his equilib- 
rium, but was quite unable to do more; 
he could cnly hold loyally by the rope 
and wait for the event. It is difficult 
to conceive a crueler situation ora 
more terrible responsibility—the very 
punishment devised by Mezentius—and 
yet to decide upon cutting himself free! 
Fortunately, atter about an hour, but by 
the merest chance, another party came 
in sight upon the glacier, and 
the traveler was drawn up in 
time to save his life. If the rule 
is observed that at least three 
persons must be on the rope no such 
danger can ever occur. ‘Though the 
idea still lic sers that brandy keeps out 
the coid the writer on mountaineering 
repeats that it has the opposite effect, 
and adds that as a cure for giddiness 
alcohol is also valueless. . The broad 
path is the only remedy for giddiness. 
Another which was once tried may be 
eflicacious enough, but is only. men- 
tioned, without being recommended, in 
the following story: A party of four 
were entering on a narrow ledge, when 
one of the travelers declared that he 
was giddy and could not move. The 
leader, one of the two most famous 
Oberland men of the time (nearly thirty 
years ago), merely turned to the second 
guide with the brief command: ‘‘Push 
him over.’’ His orders were always be- 
yond question, and the traveler was 
straightway lowered over the precipice, 
and, afier dangling on the rope for a 
few seconds, was drawn back w ith | all 
his powers of climbing restored.

The following is given as the school 
essay of a little Buffalo girl: ‘The boy 
is not an animal, vet they can be heard 
a considerable distance. When a boy 


hollers he opens his big mouth like’ 


frogs, but girls hold their tongue till 
they are spoke to, and then they an- 
swer respectable and tell just how it 
was.

The Anc ent Betrothal Ring. 

The ancients wore the betrothal ring 
as now on toe next least finger of the 
left hand. Many reasons ‘are assigned 
for this, as the erroneous idea that a 
vein or nerve went direct to the heart, 
and therefore the outward sign of mat- 
rimouy should be piacedin connection 
with the seat of life. The left hand is 
a sign of inferiority or subjection; the 
left band is less employed than the 
right, and the finger next the least is 
best protected. At one time it was the 
custom to place the wedding ring on 
the right hand of the bride. The Anglo- 
Saxon bridegroom at the betrothal gave 

a wed or pledge, and a ring was placed 
nf the maiden’s right hand, where it 
remained till marriage and was then 
transferred to the left.
